Carleton Canadian: Farmers in 
many sections complain because of 
low prices for their products, while 
everything they have bo buy sells 
high. But people who sell farm pro¬ 
perty now are likely to let it go at 
bottom price. Things are working 
around more favorably. The politici-' 
ans have been taught by recent 
events that they- must .provide a rea¬ 
sonable opportunity for rural indus¬ 
try. The farmer is entitled to as good 
pay as the city worker ear ns, plus in¬ 
terest on his investment. Anyone 
who manages a farm skillfully should 
earn more, since such operation calls 
for more planning, more intelligence 
and more sustained industry than the 
ordinary city worker has to show. Tre¬ 
mendous gains have been made in 
scientific farm production. When 
equal efficiency is attained in market¬ 
ing and distributing of crops, the 
farmer will have positions like those 
enjoyed by other business men.

Lloyd-George made 60 speeches in 
the recent British political campaign 
and used In those speeches some 200,- 
000 words. Stanley Baldwin uttered 
only 60,000 words when the campaign 
was over. But in those 60,000 
words was this sentence: “I 
want to treat the foreigner as he 
treats us until he learns to treat us a 
little better.” There is more real 
meat in those 19 words of Baldwin’s 
than has yet been found in the whole 
200,000-that Lloyd George has spoken. 
Baldwin knows that free trade in 
Britain does not mean reciprocal free 
trade with other nations. So, recipro¬ 
city of trade being impossible at pre¬ 
sent, he stands for reciprocity of tar¬ 
iffs. One of the things Canada needs 
right now Is a man, like Baldwin, who 
can express the whole policy of reci¬ 
procal tariffs in 19 words and then put 
it into effect without delay. For with¬ 
out reciprocity of tariff, reciprocity of 
trade being impossible at present, this 
country is simply existing as a rich 
field for American exploration.—Van¬ 
couver Sun.

Thoroughly loyal and 
conscientious himself, he believes 
ethers are actuated by Iris own high 
motives in serving the country. He 
has followed their guidance with seri¬ 
ous setbacks to his own reputation. 
When opportunity came to him of or¬ 
ganizing a ministry that would com¬ 
mand the respect of the country, he 
failed badly. Moreover they had no 
constructive record and he announced 
no constructive policy. His defeat be¬ 
came inevitable. There is perhaps no 
man in parliament more highly re-1 
garded throughout the country by all 
classes. The coming months and ses¬ 
sion of parliament are his opportunity 
—his opportunity show whether 
Atholstan or his friends who believe 
in him are right in their estimiate of 
him.—Financial Post.

REIMBURSE DEPOSITORS 


A writer in a daily newspaper last 
week advanced an altogether new 
means by which reimbusaments mav 
be made to Home Bank depositors.

It is a fact that all bal¬ 
ances lying in banks to the credit of 
absentee or deceased clients after a 
certain number of years go to the de¬ 
partment of finance, but few Indeed 
thought the aggregate accumulation 
cf half or even a quarter of a century 
would run into more than a few hun¬ 
dred dollars. If, as this man states, 
there i3 a sum running into millions 
of dollars it is reasonable to consider 
using some of it to recoup losses to 
Home Bank depositors, losses sustain¬ 
ed in plain sight of a government 
whose implied duty it is to protect 
clients, however small or insignificant, 
of chartered banks. The very argu¬ 
ment used by Mr. Fielding in Toronto 
against government reimbursement 
commits him on the other hand.

Fielding said it would be unfair to use 
money from all the people to pay a 
few losers in one bank. Does he not 
realize that it is just as unfair for the 
government to be using, without pay¬

A northern Ontario paper a few 
weeks ago drew attention to pine, 
spruce and cedar tree destructon in 
the young forest regions to supply 
Christmas tree&for the young Yankee 
This destruction is evidently being 
carried into the older settled portions 
of the province. Last Friday after¬ 
noon there stood on a" siding at Allan-' 
dale a couple of hundred yards north 
of the depot, a car such as is used for 
carrying nut or stove coal, loaded with 
young evergreen trees, spruce and 
balsam being visible at the top. The 
trees had been carefully laid in the 
car and were held in place by stout 
pieces of timber crossing the top and 
secured to each side of the car. At 
one end of the car the butts of thirty 
four trees were visible and they ran 
from 2 1-2 to 3 1-2 inches in diameter. 
Reckoning that there were ten layers 
cf trees in that car, that it would take 
live rows to make a layer, which look¬ 
ed reasonable, there were 1,700 young 
trees in the consignment. This alone, 
is a potential forest great enough to 
keep a mill like Roland Beatty’s busy 
for a whole season thirty years hence. 
But supposing one hundred carloads 
such as this are taken out it means 
170,000 trees. A few years would 
suffice to take the youngsters out 
(aster than reforestation efforts could 
start them growing.

ALBERTA*8 R ECORD AT Chicago sheep on all farms 


The province of Alberta has been 
placed pre-eminently before the world 
as the greatest producing country on 
the continent by the wonderful record 
in winnings at the International Hay 
end Grairf 1 Show at Chicago during 
the past week. The winnings were as 
follows: Wheat—First and Grand 
championship, Major Strange, Fenn, 
Alberta. . Oats—First and Grand 
championship, J. W. .Biglands, La- 
combe, Alberta.. Red Clover—First. 
Field Peas—First. In wheat, five pri¬ 
zes were received compared wjth four 
last year. In oats, with Mr. Biglands 
winning grand championship for the 
second year in succession, there were 
21 prizes to Alberta out of 35, com¬ 
pared with 13 last year. In peas, four 
prizes were secured, same as last year. 
In timothy two prizes were secured, 
compared with none last year. The 
third prize for wheat went to Mr. 
Trelle of Grande Prairie district, the 
fourth went to Mr„ Fisher of Sedal- 
ia, the 12th to„ Mr. Grenville and the 
21st to Mr. Stooke. In oats J. H. 
Smith of Wolf Creek won second. The 
names of the other winners aie not 
yet all to hand. In alfalfa three priz¬ 
es were taken compared with one last 
year. The splendid record thus made, 
which exceeds any previous records, 
and probably exceeds any record ever 
made by any other Canadian province, 
is a wonderful tribute to the suitabili¬ 
ty of Alberta’s climate and soil, to the 
work of the crop imprbvement asso¬ 
ciation fostered by the University of 
Alberta,to the effect of the seed clean¬ 
ing and marketing service, established 
bjNtire provincial department of agri¬ 
culture, and to the great pains taken 
by the seed growers of the province.

The shipping o'' live stick 
overseas is not a paying proposition 
as has been experienced, the c (st c f 
freight by rail tti the Atlantic board 
end ocean rates together with heavy 
shrinkage, and cost of feeding makes 
it a burden instead of help to the 
stockmen shipping to the market. Un¬ 
questionably there is a great necessi¬ 
ty for the adoption of more economi¬ 
cal methods of marketing our surplus 
live stock, and Mr. Spurrell’s plan is 
for the farmers of Alberta to join his 
association,giving a guarantee to sup¬ 
ply stock throughout the year which 
will enable the Canadian Co-operative 
Meat Export Association to enter in¬ 
to a contract to supply the needs of 
their patrons- in Great Britain 
throughout the year. We refer our 
readers to a report of Mr. Spurrell’s 
address, which appears elsewhere in 
this issue.

There are comparatively few farms 
otv-the open prairie sections where 
sheep cannot be kept with profit. 
There is sufficient waste material on 
the average farm to ft ed a small flock 
the greater part of the year. Sheep 
have a decided advantage over stubble 
fields more thoroughly, and they will 
consume almost any green weed plant 
excepting possibly French Weed and 
one or two others. Tha£ sheep are a 
profitable investment has been proven 
on the dominion experimental station 
at Soott. In a four year peribd 191’i- 
flock of from 100 to 130 grade Shrop¬ 
shire ewes amounted to $6,023.46. 
During the greater part of this period 
the prices for wool and mutton were 
1921 the returns from a commercial 
high. The flock was decreased in 1921 
to about eighty head of breeding fe¬ 
males. The returns ip 1921 were 
$777.89 or about $10.00 per ewe for 
the year. This would appear to be an 
average return that might be expected 
with the prices as they prevail at pre¬ 
sent. An objection that might be 
raised to having a flock of sheep on 
every farm is that many farmers know 
little or nothing about sheep usually, 
however, in every district theie are 
one or more experienced men who will 
be glad to assist the beginners. There 
iis also a plentiful and easily avail¬ 
able supply of good literature on 
sheep raising that can be secured 'i ree. 
By starting with just a few she< p ex¬ 
perience can be acquired with small 
risk. Coyotes and dogs are the most 
Cangerous enemies with which the 
sheep-men have to contend. The lat¬ 
ter animals can be controlled by strict¬ 
er municipal laws. A substantial 
bounty for wolves together with com¬ 
munity effort aimed toward their de¬ 
struction will in some measure con¬ 
trol the coyote menace. But wherever 
coyotes'and dogs are giving trouble 
the sheep should be enclosed at night 
in a dog-proof corral. The climate in 
the west is favorable for sheep rais¬ 
ing; there is an abundance of suit¬ 
able feeds. The rapid increase in 
weeds calls for sheep to aid in their 
control. No animal can be more cheap¬ 
ly housed. They grind their own feed 
and they produce two crops a year— 
mutton and wool. Even though the 
price of mutton and wool should de¬ 
crease the farmers of the prairies can¬ 
not afford to be without these animals 
that have long been said to possess 
the golden hoof. 

WATERING STOCK 

The value of a water supply to 
stock is wholly dependent upon its 
availability. Its value decreases with 
the difficulty the stock has in getting 
it. At Rosthern experimental station 
several methods have been used in wa¬ 
tering feeder steers in different seas¬ 
ons and the variation as judged from 
the appearance of the cattle was very 
marked. The first year that steers 
were fed at the station, the \Mter sup¬ 
ply at the corrals was inadequate and 
the cattle had to be driven half a mile 
to a creek where they drank from a 
hole in the ice. They suffered from 
the exposure and storms and did not 
stem to drink sufficient for the ir re¬ 
quirements. Besides the actual time 
lost in travelling to and from the 
water hole they seemed to lose nearly 
an hour after getting back to the cor¬ 
rals before settling down to rumina¬ 
tion. When an adequate water sup¬ 
ply was secured they were watered 
once daily. This was a saving in time 
and cattle energy. But the method 
was not altogether satisfactory be¬ 
cause the animals crowded around the 
trough till they had drunk between 30 
and 40 pounds of ice-cold water. From 
their appearance it required more than 
an hour for this to be warmed to the 
body temperature, and in particularly 
cold weather, the animals did not 
seem to be comfortable all day. They 
hunched their backs and shivered. 
Then heaters were installed in the 
troughs to prevent the water from 
freezing and a marked difference was 
noticed in the comfort of the cattle. 
With water available at all times the 
animals are going to the trough all 
day, one or two at a time but never 
so mafiy as to cause crowding. An 
animal tpkes a few swallows and turns 
away and begins ruminating and is 
never seen with a hunched back or 
shivering. A 12-inch cast iron self 
sinking heater such as is advertised 
by the stores can be had for less than 
seven dollars and such a heater is suf¬ 
ficient for a trough the size of a wag¬ 
on tank. If properly tended twice 
daily this will burn a hundred pounds 
of 'coal in two weeks. It will also 
burn wood but requires more frequent 
attention.

A movement is under way to secure 
300 Hebridean immigiants for Nova 
SCotia under the same conditions un¬ 
der which settlers from the Hebrides 
were recently brought to Canada and 
settled in Alberta with satisfactory re¬ 
sults,according to announcement made 
by Hon. D. A. Cameron, provincial se¬ 
cretary. 

Since the commencement of the 
grain crop year on September 1, the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, according 
to local officials, have shipped no less 
than approximately 45,000,000 bushels 
the bulk of which has been wheat.
